A Partition of the ‘World. 

The European press, particularly that 
ot France, has been occupied for some 
time with articles which discuss in the 
most anxious manner the supposed triple 
alliance ot Russia, Prussia and the United 
States, and prophesy the speedy partition 
of the world among these three powers 
unless. the other nations of the world form 
a coalition to defeat their supposed plans. 
These speculations have received new tood 
from the armaments ordered by the Rus- 
sian government throughout the Russian 
empire, by which the formation of a fourth 
battalion to every regiment has been 
ordained—that is to say the increase of 
the Russian army by one-third more than 
its present effective force. Besides this 
extraordinary increase of the Russian 
army at a time when peace has just been 
restored in Europe, the most earnest prep- 
arations are in progress to introduce the 
Prussian military system all over the em- 
pire and thus create a militia whose 
effective strength has been shown in the 
late Franco-Prussian struggle. 

While these military preparations in the 
Northern Empire alone are calculated to 
create apprehension in the political circles 
of Western Europe, the activty displayed 
in the naval establishments of Russia 
is much greater. The navy has always 
been the weakest point of Russia, aud all 
the efforts of her sovereigns from PETER 
THE GREAT down to the present have 
not been able to overcome it. Like the 
French, the Russians are not a 
people, although the German Baltic proy- 
inces have latterly furnished them a yal- 
uable naval contingent. According to the 
latest advices from Russia, however, she 
means to concentrate her energies once 
more in the creation of a marine which 
can rank with that of the other great na- 
val powers. She had gathered immense 
materials tor ship-building on the shores 
ot the Black Sea previous to the last Lon- 
don convention, which annulled the neu- 
trality of the Black Sea, and directly after 
the revision of the treaty of Paris she 
commenced to build a navy on those wa- 
ters that is calculated to create just 
anxiety among the surrounding powers 
It ws hard to imagine what these immense 
naval and military armaments mean, 
particularly as they are carried on with

In 
case of refusal they conjure up before their 
eyes the specter of-e triple alliance beween 
Russia, Prussia and the United States for 
the division of the entire world. Russia 
would become mistress of Eastern Europe 
and Asia, Prussia of Westert Europe and 
Africa, and to the United States would fall 
-all of America. 

While it is hardly worth while to con- 
sider the absurd idea of the coupling of our 
Government with the two Empires of the 
old world—which is nothing but the off- 
spring of the European’s ignorance of our 
Government and institutions—the proba- 
ble coalition of Russia and Prussia are 
more worthy of consideration. That 
Russia’s schemes in regard to the East are 
gradually being brought to a focus is be- 
yond the least doubt, and Prussia must 
necessarily find an equivalent in the West 
in order to maintain a balance of power 
between herself and Russia. When 
Russia penetrates tothe Persian Gulf and 
the Dardanelles, Germany must push to 
the Adriatic and the Mediterranean. 

It we allow the premise that a secret 
alliance between Russia and Germany 
existe—and the events of the last ten 
months have made this apparent—the 
cabinets of Berlin and St, Petersburg 
have doubtless drawn up a fixed pro- 
gramme, and each is to obtain a corre- 
eponding increase of power. But Prussia 
can get a proper equivalent for the im- 
mense conquests of Russia in the East dnly 
by a complete absorption of the West, so 
that the idea of an alliance of Russie and 
Prussia tor the partition of the Eastern 
Hemisphere is by no means as visionary 
as it may seem at first sight. Asa pro. 
tection against such a vast scheme the 
French press clamor for the creation of a 
coalition of the Western Powers ot Europe, 
but we doubt exccedingly whether even 
such a coalition in the present exhausted 
condition ot France, which necessarily 
would form the chief element of the alli~ 
ance, would be able to hold out against 
the combined strength of the two North- 
ern a 


North and Soath. 


A stockholders’ meeting has been called 
by the President of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company, for the 2d 
of May next, for the purpose of ratifying 
or rejecting the proposition made by the 
directory of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company tothe Nashville and 
Decatur railroad, for a lease of their road; 
and also to ratify or reject acontract made 
with the South and North Alabama Rail- 
road Company, according to which the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, under 
certain conditions, is to turnish the means 
required to finish that road. 

The completion of the South and North 
Alabama railroad has always been consid- 
ered a great desideratum., This road runs 
from Decatur to Montgomery, is 188 miles 
long, 100 miles of which are already com- 
pletedand in running order, and in the 
course of two months 116 miles‘ will be 
completed, leaving only 67 miles to estab-~ 
lish a Grand Trunk Line in connection 
with the Nashville and Decatur and Lou- 
isville and Nashville railroads from Louis. 
ville, tarough Nashville to Montgomery— 
four hundred and ninety miles long—a 
road which will reach the richest part of 
the South—Middle Alabama, Southwest- 
ern Georgia and Cast Mississippi—a sec- 
tion of country which is now only accessi- 
ble to us by circuitous routes. 

The distance from Louisville and Nash- 
ville via the South and North Alabama 
raiJroad to Montgomery and Selma will be 
shortened 159 mules. 

When it is considered that it only rc- 
quires the construction of 67 miles add:i- 
tional road in order to bring about such a 
result, it must be conceded that the cities 
and railroads north of Decatur are very 
much interested in havirg this road com- 
pleted. 

The South and North Alabama Railroad 
Company had not sufficient means to fin- 
ish its road, and application was made to 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad tor 
aid. 

The directory of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad would not agree to be- 
come interested in the South and North 
road without making some permanent 
runbing arrangement with the Nashville 
and Decatur road, which forms the link 
between the Louisville and Nashville and 
South and North railroads. Accordingly 
& proposition was made to the Nashville 
and Decatur Railroad Company for leas- 
ing their road for a number of years 
which proposition is acceptable to the 
directory of the Nashville and Decatur 
road, subject, however, to the ratification 
of the stockholders, who meet on the 5th 
ot May at Pulaski. 

The proposed arrangement seems to 
meet with the favor of all parties interest- 
ed. The people of Montgomery are 
greatly in favor of a great through road 
connectisg them with Nashville, Louis- 
ville and the Northwest. 

The State of Alabama is greatly inter- 
ested in having the South and North rail- 
road completed. The State has indorsed 
the bonds of the company to the amount 
of $4,000,000. The Nashville and Decatur 
road, now a mere local road, will be made 
a part of a great through route, and will 
be greatly benefited thereby. 

The merchants and manufacturers of 
Nashville and Louisville, and the farmers 
and manufacturers along the line of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad and its 
branches, will be put an direct communica- 
tion witha rich cotton-raising country, 
apd will find a market which 1s not now 
accessible to them, except by very circuit- 
ous routes. 

The great increase of business which 
would be expected from the formation of 
a direct North and South railroad line, 
from Louisville through Nashville and 
Montgomery to the Gulf, at Pensacola and 
Mobile, will greatly benefit the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad. This new 
line will intersect all the  im- 
portant railroads running from 
the Southwest to the Northeast, 
and must command a portion of the busi- 
ness, and direct it through Nashville and 
Louisville, which now finds an outlet by 
more Southern routes, via Chattanooga to 
the East. 

Moreover, the completion of the South 
and North Alabama railroad will make 
it unnecessary for Cincinnati to apply to 
Congress for a charter for its Southern 
railroad through the State of Kentucky. 
Cincinnati will be enabled to reach all 
points in the Southwest via Louisville 
and Nashville in skorter distances than it 
could reach them via their contem-

Mr. Ainsiie thought & would take millions to 
do the contemplated work. I\ Was DO easy Mal - 
ter. Sill, he wouid Vote for (he ordinance. 

Mr.German sa!d this ordinance wa: a portion of 
the pew charter, and he thought lt would never 
be declared unconstitutional. 

Mr. Verhoeff bad the provision read to show 
that the autboriites had discretivnary power in 
spending the money to tbe best advantage. They 
may raise the wharf, and pot thestrext. It was 
in the power of the Council to have et her work 
done, as they thought be +t. 

Another member wanted to koow whether the 
Fulton street improvements would not add espe- 
cially to the value of private property. 

Mr. German could pot see such an elephant in 
Fulton street. . The city created the nuisance Orn 
Fulton street itself. All the East End asked was 
equal improvement with the other parts of the 
city. Under our cont act we were to build a 
road-bed, and why not fini-h the job to stysle.

had suffered much from ov.ifiows, had been 
Orive D from their homes. He did 
rot know tbat a single proprietor of 
faw-milis wanted this improvement.
